It is not an unusual thing to hear surveyors 
and even Judges say that they dislike to have 
anything to do with suits involving questions 
of State or United States land laws, because 
the practice is a specialty, and no one can 
predict with any degree of certainty what the 
result wiil be. 
It cannot bo reduced to the 
certainty of a mathematical demonstration. 
However true this may be concernios land 
laws in California, there is even more uncer­ 
tainty as to results when they undertake to 
unravel the mysteries of the laws of “ ri­ 
parian r i g h t s net as applied to the rights 
of owners to use ar.d retain control over the 
land along the bank or banks of the stream, 
for aa to that there is no dispute, but as to the 
nature or extent of their right to use and di­ 
vert the water which is accustomed to flow in 
tie atrcamp. 
The opin oos of people in general tn any 
given subj ct conform usually as to what was 
regarded as tbe law where they came from, 
and are therefore a3 dilferent or diversified as 
the climatic and topographical condition of 
tie country ; for these variations determine in 
a great degree the necessities of. the people, 
and the laws resulting therefrom must vary to 
meet their demands. 
Uniformity of laws 
cannot be expected in States or localities 
where the natural conditions aro totally dif­ 
ferent, If uniformity of climate and to­ 
pography could exist all over the laud, its 
division into different States and Territories 
would not be a matter of necessity but of 
mere convenience; a multiplicity of Legis­ 
latures would be useless ; one only would be 
required to enact laws common for all the 
people, applicable alike to all parts of the 
country. 
The term “ riptrian right*” is one that is 
in common use ail over the world where the 
“ civil law ” governs or where the “ common 
!aw ” prevails. 
Its primary signification is 
“ right to the river,” and we find rivers or 
streams everywhere, and, generally, people 
living on their banks, reducing tho land to 
private ownership and making use of the 
rivers—using one or both to supply the wants 
of nature. From this general usa has arisen 
the expression “ riparian rights,” denoting a 
claim or a right to use tho rivers in their 
whole length by the people who need them. 
The first rule which obtained concerning 
the use of rivers was that, in order to supply 
the common want of water forman and beast, 
they must be allowed to run from source to 
outlet as they exist or are accustomed to run, 
with no more or les3 interruption than nature 
has produced. This rule was soon infringed 
upon, for it was found that nature’s wants 
exteuaed beyond the use of water for drink­ 
ing purposes or cooking and that it could be 
utilized, or harnessed as it were, and made 
an auxiliary iu supplying man’s wants without 
detriment to any one. Hence we find in very 
early times that in England, France, Ger­ 
many and other northern countries, the use 
of the rivers for mill power was permitted 
and 
became 
recognized 
as 
a 
“ ripa­ 
rian 
right,” yet 
so 
restricted as not 
to 
allow 
damage 
to 
be 
done 
by 
such use to the owners of land above or be­ 
low on the same stream, or to interfere with 
their use of the water. But in arid countries 
we find the use of water extended still fur­ 
ther, as in India, Egypt, southern Europe 
and tbe Spanish colonies io North and South 
America Wherever there is a scarcity of raiu 
for irrigation, there the use of water for irri­ 
gation ia not only permitted, but encouraged 
by laws which deny to the proprietors of 
land on the bu iks of the rivers the exclusive 
owcer.ihip of the water accustomed to flow 
over or through their land. 
The laws of 
these countries step in and take into consid­ 
eration the general necessities of the whole 
people, making their interest paramount to 
that of the ripariau owner or of auy special 
class. 
California was one of these Spanish colo­ 
nies, and it is through this channel, rather 
than through the English “ common-law,” 
that we should look for the necessary cus­ 
toms, rules and laws applicable to the wants 
of a people settling in a country where for 
eix or seven months in the year there is 
scarcely mora than a passing shower. 
When 
we investigate this subject as to the older 
States of the Union whose origin was Eng­ 
lish, we find a close adherence to tha English 
“ common-law” of riparian rights and a 
marked absence of all statute ry laws for the 
guidance of tho people or the Courts ; yet, in 
examining the decisions, we occasionally find 
gradual yielding from the strictness of the 
common-law principle towards permitting 
the use ot water of streams not naviga­ 
ble, for more than supplying the naturul 
wants and mi:l power. 
In Maine, Con­ 
necticut 
and Massachusetts, though not 
in NT«w York, it* uni» for watering meadows 
was sustained by the Courts, hut not allowed 
for general cultivation. So, too, in Illinois 
its use for such purpose was permitted on 
condition that a quantity of water necessary 
for supplying thy natural wants of the people 
below on the same s’ream was left unim­ 
paired. But even iu that case the Conrt 
held that “ where all have a right to partici­ 
pate in a common benefit, none can have an 
exclusive enjoyment; no rale, from the very 
nature of the case, can bo laid down as to 
how much each one may use without infring­ 
ing upon the rights of others.” 
By the Homan law, running water, light 
and air were put in the same category as 
common property, res communes, and could 
not be reduced to private ownership. The 
only deviation from this principle in England, 
under the “ common law,” is the use of the 
stream for mill power io connection with the 
grinding of crain, or in manufactures, and a 
similar departure extended to all the English 
colonies in America. But even in the use of 
the stream fcr mill power, the claimant of 
such right is bound to so use it as not to in­ 
terfere with a similar use by others above or 
below him, because each owner of land along 
the stream is entitled to an equal use thereof 
without diminution íd volume or velocity, aa 
these two factors determine its availability 
for mill power, and they are hi3 to the full 
extent of his frontage boundary, but no far­ 
ther. 
Tf this is a correct statement of the “ com­ 
mon law ” as to the extent to which a riparian 
proprietor can use a stream passing over or 
through his laud, thin it is evident that the 
right to U83 the water of a stream for irriga­ 
tion is not an outgrowth of the “ common 
law.” But tbe “ common law ” is the law of 
the United States except where the Consti­ 
tution aud statutory laws of the United States 
or of the State have superseded or modified 
it. 
Irrigation, therefore, as practiced in 
California, cannot be a riparian right or an 
outgrowth of the “ common law,” nor does it 
receive any countenance from it whatever. 
\Vh?ro then do we find any sanction for ir­ 
rigation in California as a riparian right? 
We must look either to the laws and customs 
of the country from which our State wa* ob­ 
tained, or else to the statutory laws of Cali­ 
fornia passed since it became a State. It is 
true that Congress passed a law on July 2»i, 
1866, general in its application to all terri­ 
tory or land owned by the United States, de­ 
claring “ that whenever by priority of pos­ 
session, rights to the u*e of water for mining, 
agricultural, manufacturing or other pur­ 
poses, have vested and accrued, and the same 
are recognized and acknowledged by the lo­ 
cal customs, laws and decisions of Courts, the 
po?n€Hsors and owners of such vested rights 
shall l>e maintained and protected in the 
same.” But thin law gives no protection or 
rights to those who ignore State laws al­ 
ready provided for irrigation as early as1 1854, 
nor can it extend over other than United 
States lauds. 
Its provisions are all in sub­ 
ordination to the law* provided or the cus­ 
toms sanctioned by the State; and it is a 
complete recognition of the right of the State 
to regulate by law, as to it may seem best, 
the use of water for any of the purposes 
named. 
It is legislative action, setting aside 
by tbe United States of the “ common-law” 
principles governing the use of water. ^ 
California before it came into the Union as 
a State was not without law, as in well set 
forth by Brevet Brigadier-General B. itiley, 
Governor of California, in kis proclamation 
of June 3, 184Í», calling for a convention to 
form a Constitution for the State. 
He there 
says: “ The laws of California, not incon­ 
sistent with the law*. Constitution and treaties 
r.f the United States, are still iu force and 
mu<?t continue in force till changed by com­ 
petent authority.” It then becomes import­ 
ant to ascertain what were the laws in Cali­ 
fornia on the subject of irrigation when it 
came iDto the Union as a State, aa well as 
the modifications which they have undergone 
sirca. 
By the laws of Spain, “ water, lands and 
mines belonged to the King as p u t of his 
patrimony, and to the Prince belongs the 
right of distribution of water—that bring his 
right, and reserved to him, it is a legitimate 
inference that no one can take public waters 
upon his private grounds for irrigation with­ 
out royal permission, more particularly in 
v,hat is peculiar to New Spain.” 
And 
by the decree of October 15, 17*04, all the 
nece*iary instructions respecting laud and 
water were therein tet forth, (áee Hamil­ 
ton’* Mexican Law. page 111.) This work is 
well w¡ xth examining on the law of water 
right?, the rules governing its distribution for 
irrigation, and the mode of cceoeuring the 
water. We there learn that “ when the 
w.*ter supply 
found insufficient to meet the 
requirements of those interested, rrsortment 
is had to distribution by turns, some using in 
the daytime and others by night, or in anr 
other way which may be agreed upon. 
Be­ 
cause what belongs to the whole public 
should be so controlled that all may have a 
share in the distribution according to the 
canonic :1 regulation.” 
The fundamental principle of the Spanish 
and Mexican law concerning the use ot water 
i?, that all running water having banka or 
confined within banks, whether navigable or 
not, is the property of the King*or the State, 
and must remain a reservation for the com­ 


mon use of all the people, except where he 
makes a special grant of the water as such. 
The Spanish and Mexican laws say on this 
subject that a “ servitude of water cannot be 
acquired by the fact of being a natural water 
course, nor by uring it, although it may have 
beeD flawing on the lower part of the land for 
a thousand year*; and for no other reason 
than from the inherent right of self-preserva­ 
tion and the uatural course of things in re­ 
spect to said water. No right thereto shall 
be attributed, unless not only the law, but 
the highest will (f hat of the Kicg) also con­ 
cur therein.” (Hamilton’* Mexican Laws, 
p. 115 ) Where then do Mexican grantees 
find law giving them exclusive rights as to 
riparian owners, and where cau the founda­ 
tion be laid for a claim by prescription as 
against the law and without the sanction of 
the Kiüg or State ? 
Now, leaving the Spanish and Mexican 
law, let us examine the water question in a 
State and Territory, ouce Mexican but now 
American, as regulated by their Legislatures 
since they became a part of tbe -United 
States, and it will be found that by legislative 
enactment the same principles which obtained 
under the former government have been per­ 
petuated under ours, thus showing that the 
control of water for irrigation is not subject 
to the will or caprice of individuals, or that 
the first appropriators thereby acquire a title 
to it in fee over others coming after them, 
whose need of it may be eoually as great. 
The General Laws of New Mexico, Act of 
July 20, 1851, say : 
“ Section 1. All the inhabitants of the.Ter­ 
ritory of New Mexico shall have tho right to 
construct either private or common akequias 
(ditches), and to take the water for said 
acequias, from wherever they can, with the 
distinct understanding to pay the owner 
through whose laud said ac?quias have to pass 
a just compensation taxed for the land used. 
“ Section 2. No inhabitant of said Terri­ 
tory shall have the right to construct any 
property to the impediment of the irrigation 
of lands or fields, auch as mills or any other 
property that may obstruct the course of the 
water ; as the irrigation of the field should 
be preferable to all others.” Section 9, Act 
of January 7, 1852 : “ All rivers and streams 
of waters in this Territory formerly known 
as public ditches (acequias) are hereby estab­ 
lished and declared to be public ditches.” 
By reading the General Laws of New Mexico 
from pages 15 to 23 inclusive (all relating to 
irrigation and placed there as the first subject 
of legislation because of its importance), our 
legislators may learu some lessons beneficial 
to themselves and to the people of the State 
if adopted in principle and practice. 
Now let us turn to tLe General Laws of 
Colorado and we will find as follows on page 
515, chapter 45 : 
“ Section 1. All persons who claim, own or 
hold a possessory right or title to any land or 
parcel of land within the boundary of the 
State of Colorado, as defined in the Constitu­ 
tion of 6aid State, where those claims are on 
the bank, margin or neighborhood of any 
stream of water, creek or river, shall be en­ 
titled to the use of the water of said stream, 
creek or river, fcr the purpo-es of irrigation 
and making said claims arable to tho full ex­ 
tent of the soil for agricultural purposes. 
“ See. 2. When auy person owning claims 
in such locality has not sufficient length of 
area exposed to said stream to obtain a suf­ 
ficient fall of water to irrigate hn land, or 
that his farm is too far removed from said 
stream, or that he has no water facilities on 
those lands, he shall be entitled to a right of 
way through the farms or tracts of land 
which lia between him and the stream, or 
the farms or tracts of land which lie above 
or below him cn said Btream, for the purposes 
herein before stated. 
“ Sec. 4. In case the volume of water in 
said stream or river shall not be sufficient to 
supply the contiuual wants of the entire 
country through which it passe?, then the 
County Judge of the county shall appoint 
three Commissioners, as hereinafter provided, 
whose duty it Bhall be to apportion in a just 
and equitable proportion a certain amount of 
said water upon certain or alternate weekly 
days to different localities, as they may in 
their judgment think bent for the interest of 
all parties concerned, and with due regard to 
the legal rights of all.” 
Nothing could be more simple and compre­ 
hensive in its application to tho wants of all 
the people, giving to each, wherever his land 
may be situated, a right to share iu the use 
of water in common with his neighbor more fa­ 
vorably situated near the stream. “ Mine and 
not thine ” has no place in the laws of Colo­ 
rado and New Mexico in giving exclusive 
right to the first appropriated ef water. We 
trace their laws on the subject of irrigation 
to the fame common origin as our own law of 
May 15, 1854, viz, to the laws of Spain and 
Mexico, and not through the “ common law ” 
of England ; and none could know better the 
character of the country and the tfants of the 
people in the southern part of our State than 
those who aided in passing the law of 1854, 
which is equally comprehensive in providing 
for the wants of tho people for all coming 
time as the laws referred to. 
By the term “ ripariau rights,” as used ia 
Colorado and New Mexico and other countries 
of Mexican origin, they mean the common 
right of all the people living in the vicinity 
of the river to share equally in the u«e of the 
water, first for satisfying their natural wants, 
and after that for their artificial wants, such 
as irrigation and mill-power. 
But no idea of 
exclusive control over or ownership in the 
water as a superior right or title in fee can be 
found, except whe»e the evidence is clear that 
a special grunt of the water, as water, and 
not as an accident to the land, was obtained 
from the KiDg or sovereign power ; and thi* 
cannot be shown, I think, in connection with 
any of the Mexican grants in California, ex­ 
cept to some of the pueblos. 
The substitution of the authority of the 
United State* in California in place of that 
of Mexico, undoubtedly introduced and made 
the “ common law ” paramount before the 
State was established and law* therefor were 
created ; but by Articles 8 and 9 of the treaty 
of Guadalupe Hidalgo, “ property rights of 
every kind were to be inviolably respected,” 
and therefore tho change of governments 
neither enlarged nor dinliniohed the right*, of 
grant-holdera to the me of water for irriga­ 
tion. 
If, therefore, the Mexican L*w did not 
give persons living on the banks of streams 
any superior or special privileges as riparian 
proprietors, different from what they in com­ 
mon enjoyed with others, neither did nor 
could they acquire any greater rights under 
the “ common law ” during the interim be­ 
tween the acquisition of the country and its 
erection into a State ; for under that law, :u 
already shown, no right to water for irriga­ 
tion was ever granted or could attach. 
Therefore when wo find tho term “ riparian 
rights ” used in any of the laws modifying the 
law of 1854, which did not contain any such 
expression, we have no authority for attaching 
to it any greater import than it could or did 
have under the Mexican law or “ common 
law,” unless some special or different mean­ 
ing has been given to it by statute, and r.onc 
such is found in the Code*. Those who claim 
superior or exclusive rights because they arc 
riparian proprietors must either consider 
themselves fully sheltered behind the general 
ignorance which prevails a* to the meaning 
of the word* or they must rely upon the ina­ 
bility of their neighbors to fully teat the ex­ 
tent of its meaning.

General Farre abolianed the drum in tho 
Freneli army, and why ?

All day long the awkward 
squad may be beard, with their drums 
heating 
away, 
endeavoring 
to 
master 
the intricacies of their art. 
Individual 
practice is worse than a united effort, 
and, save for the decrease of diD, it 
resembles, in point of noise, a musical board. 
ing-Bchool, where each young woman is 
torturing her separate piano on a different 
lioor. 
The drum is apparently not a diffi­ 
cult instrument to master, hut to ho thor­ 
oughly proficient requires a great deal of 
steady work. As to tiio drum itself, simple 
as it seems, the regimental drummer has 
to pay much attention to its preservation. 
As every one knows a shower of rain de­ 
prives at once the instrument of its sonor­ 
ity. 
A pan Ue charge, when beaten in a 
drizzle, is hardly an inspiriting perform­ 
ance. 
The French have a mania for drum­ 
ming, and the quantity of sheepskins used 
up must be enormous. 
Every department 
in France has its official drummer, who, 
with beat of drum, announced municipal 
or communal acts. 
In fact tho drum re­ 
places the bell iu English rural communi­ 
ties. 
Drum and fife are especially English, 
and we have adopted them in our own ser­ 
vice, though the use of the car-splitting 
instrument may be said to be diminishing. 
For military calls tho bugle certainly pos­ 
sesses advantages not obtainable by the 
drum.

■ theless, in all this uoiso and rout a sense of 
^ u n d e r l y i n g calm, of absence of hurry,, very 
to call attention to the necessity of providing 
some general law ou the subject of irrigation, 
and to show that no vested rights have been 
acquired by individuals, by corporations or 
by riparian proprietors, prohibiting the Legis­ 
lature from enactÍDg, as did the Legislature* 
of Colorado aud New Mexico, » general, 
practical law on the subject, suitable for the 
wants of the people in a growing State and 
for all time. 
I fully believe that whatever 
doubts existed as to the authority of the 
Legislature to enact laws on this subject, es­ 
tablishing a common standard t r all, that 
the present Constitution has bra*hed away 
all euch obstacles, a* pointed out in my firsf 
article. This view i* strengthened by the re 
cent decision ef the Supreme Court of thf 
.State in the case of the Spring Valley Watei 
Works vs. the Board of Supervisors of Si 
Francisco, wherein they define the power 
conferred by the present Constitution over 
the water question in all its phases. 
I have not aimed at pointing out what tbe 
legislation ou this subject *hculd be, bat 
merely to show that the Legislature has en­ 
tire control over the subject, and that its im­ 
portance demands the aeri »us consideration 
of the Legislature at as early a day as possi­ 
ble. The particular character of tbe legisla­ 
tion required cornea especially within tbe 
province of the State Engineer, Wm. Ham. 
Hall, and I would call particular attention 
to said officer’* report of 1881 to the Legisla­ 
ture. He ha* therein elaborately treated the 
subject of irrigation, and pointed out what 
he consider* necessary to be dona as prelimi­ 
nary to legislation. 
Whether or not bu sug­ 
gestions are the best that can be devised to 
meet the wants of the .State and guard against 
class legislation, he h.v* farnithed valuable 
information on tha subject for the considera­ 
tion of the Legislature and the public. 
We 
agree as to what should be done were all ob­ 
stacles removed, but we differ io this : lie 
recogniz •« the exi*tenc3 of vested and ex­ 
clusive right* to the u e tf wafer by prior 
appropriation, or that whatever the present 
claim* may be they must fir?t be ascertained 
and defined by a Board of Com mi** ¡oners or 
the Court, then bo recorded acd made a 
servitude for the specified quantity of water 
*o found for all time, before intelligent legis­ 
lation can be bad on the queetion ; while 1 
hold that the right to control the water ques­ 
tion has always been a reserved power of the 
State, and that the u*e of water for irrigation 
is and never ha* in this State been more than 
a uRufruc», a mere lea-'ie of the right to uae, 
terminable at any time by the will of the 
people when expremd through legislative 
action. 
HL proposed plan would merely re­ 
quire legislation to quit title in the present 
claimant*, virtually riving them control of 
the wafers of tho S tats; while my idea is 
that legislation in required to bring all users 
to a common level without giving preference 
rights to favored classes, but giving to each 
cultivator of the soil in proportion to the 
land he cultivate*, when tnere is water enough 
for all, or when there is scarcity then the din- 
tribution shall be proportionately diminished, 
but no one excluded. 
The importance of this matter as a State 
question Í4 second to no other, and there is as 
much necessity for it* settlement now on 
broad and sound principles, looking to the

A N 
ED U C A TIO N A L 
ISSU E . 


W hen the State University w»s founded 
it was th e expectation of the people of 
California that it would, iu conjunction 
w ith the previously existing public school 
system , place a thorough education w ithin 
the reach »f the pooiest. It was supposed 
th at tiie University would round otf and 
com plete the educati. nal system of the 
State, a a i th at all the different parts of 
the latter would work together harm oni­ 
ously. 
Hut the new C onstitution, in c u t­ 
ting otf all aid to the High Schools from 
the school fund, disarranged and frustrated 
a coheme which promised well for the 
com m unity. 
The t fleet of the constitu­ 
tional provision was to sever the U niver­ 
sity from the public schools, to iiolate it, 
and to exclude from its advantages all but 
the rich. 
Uuuer the new airangem ent the 
High School system was practically abol­ 
ished, for it could only be m aintained iu a 
few centers c l population, and the bulk of 
the people were thenceforw ard compelled 
to rely entirely upon the gram m ar and 
prim ary school*. 
The result cf this g: ave 
error in the C onstitution has been precisely 
w hat the K m oi:h U \ton predicted before 
the adoption of th at instrum ent. 
Outside 
of the few towns which m aintain High 
Schools there are now no means of preparing 
students for the University. 
But since 
there still exists a demand for this instruc­ 
tion, it is being m et by the establishm ent 
of private schools aüd colleges, which of 
course are entirely' out of the reach of the 
poor. 
The general effect of the constitu­ 
tional provision regarding education has 
therefore been to discrim inate between the 
poor aud the rich, to deprive the former of 
the advantages of the higher education, 
and to set apart the S tate U niversity as an 
institution reserved for the use and benefit 
of those alone who are well-to-do. 
The great territorial extent of California 
causes the constitutional provisions on this 
head to produce far worse results than 
they would in a sm aller State. 
W e have 
here an area six tim es th at of Ohio, and 
yet we have but one U niversity and three 
or four High Schools. 
Distances are so 
great th a t those who do not live in or near 
the few tow ns are debarred from the use 
of the High Schools and the U niversity 
unless they are well off financially. 
*So 
much have these difficulties been felt that 
it has been found necessary to found a 
Norm al School at l.os Angeles, and Bed­ 
ding lias long been before the Legislature 
dem anding a sim ilar institution. 
And 
there can be no doubt th a t Bedding has 
precisely the same right to a Norm al 
School th a t Los Angeles has, if th a t be 
the only m ethod of rem edying in some 
1 m easure the defects of the Constitution, 
lin t we are of opinion th a t there is a better 
way, and one which will commend itself to 
all who have the cause of education at 
heart. 
W hat the people need is a sy stem 
of H igh or D istrict Schools, at which pre­ 
paratory instruction for the University 
shall be given. 
In no other way cau the 
latter be restored to the position in the 
State educational system which it was in­ 
tended to occupy, and in no other way cau 
equality in educational advantages be se­ 
cured to the people. 
I t is possible th a t under the new Consti­ 
tution it would not be practicable to found 
such a system of H igh Schools, but if the 
people are satisfied th a t the C onstitution is 
iu this respect a barrier to progress and a 
means of positive injury to them, it is their 
d uty to dem and th a t it be amended. 
On 
the other hand, it m ay be practicable to 
establish such a system of H igh Schools 
w ithout coming into collision w ith the 
C onstitution. 
T hat is a question for after 
consideration, our present purpose being 
sim ply to direct attention to the difficulties 
of the educational situation, and to point 
out the need of a rem edy. 
A a the case 
stands the m ajority of the people cannot 
avail them selves of the U niversity, and 
therefore, so far as they are concerned, it 
m ight as well not exist. 
A broad chasm 
has been created in the educational scheme 
by cutting off the H igh Schools, and this 
chasm can only be bridged by those who 
have money enough to pay for private tu ­ 
ition. 
la the m any private schools now 
springing up it costs from $000 to $1,000 a 
year for board and instruction, and it is 
scarcely necessary to say th a t the m ajority 
of parents cannot pay any such rates. But 
those who cannot pay have no recourse. 
T heir children m ust be confined to the 
Grammar-School course, 
and 
thus this 
large class, constituting uiore than three- 
fourths of 
the com m unity, finds itself 
handicapped beyond rem edy by the new 
Constitution. 
It tins situation is not am ended it is 
very certain th a t the people will before 
long begin to make wai upon th e U niversi­ 
ty, aud it will not be possible to defend 
th a t institution. 
N othing can be clearer 
than th a t its advantages ought to be at the 
disposal 'o f 
the whole 
people; 
except 
thq fact th a t they are not in th at con­ 
dition to-day. 
W o m ust then choose one 
of two courses. 
W e m ust restore the con­ 
nection between the public schools and the 
State U niversity, or we m ust abandon the 
latter. 
A People’s U niversity from which 
the People are excluded, is an anomaly 
which will not long be tolerated. I t would, 
however, be going backw ard to destroy 
such an institution, and therefore the only 
wise course is to free it from restraints, and 
m ake it accessible to all. 
To do th at it is 
absolutely necessary th a t higher schools 
of a preparatory kind should be established 
in several parts of th e S tate. 
These 
schools should be so selected th a t no part 
of the State would be left w ithout the op­ 
portunities offered by them . 
The State 
could bej districted for this purpose, and 
the new institutions m ight be called Dis­ 
trict Schools. 
There should be one at Red­ 
ding, one at Y reka, one at Los Angeles or 
San Diego, one at N evada C ity or Grass 
Valley, one at Visalia, one at San Jose, and 
so on, w herever they could be most con­ 
veniently placed. 
W e propose th a t the Republican party 
shall m ake this restoration of the educa­ 
tional system an issue in its platform. 
The scheme is one which is dem anded in 
the interest of the masses. 
I t is the only 
plan by which the U niversity cau be made 
a S tate institution. 
I t is not th a t at pres­ 
ent, and it cannot be while the m ajority of 
the people are prevented from carrying 
their children any higher than the G ram ­ 
m ar Schools. 
E very citizen has the right 
to enjoy the fullest educational privileges 
aud benefits provided under the laws o? 
the State. 
E very citizen has the right to 
insist th a t the U niversity shall be open to 
his children, w hether he be poor or rich. 
The C onstitution lias indicted a serious 
injury upon the poorer classes through a 
provision the mischievous effect of which 
this journal long ago pointed out. 
If th at 
injury cannot be rem edied w ithout am end­ 
ing the organic law, then let a C onstitu­ 
tional am endm ent be proposed. 
If it can 
be done otherwise, so much the better. 
B ut it requires to be done one way or the 
other, and we invite the Republican press 
to consider the question, and to give to it 
the support of its advice and indorsem ent.

Im pe­ 
rial Council, and keeping

national affairs iu the hand* of a small body 
of adroit but untrustworthy office-holders. 
Japan i* now absolutely ruled by Inouye 
Kaoru, a politician of peculiar antecedent*, 
and hi* immediate group of follower*. 
The 
Ministry in general is extremely restless un­ 
der hi* away, and but for the necessity of 
maintaining an undivided front during the 
negotiation* for treaty revision, dissatisfac­ 
tion would be openly manifested. 
Uyeno Kagenori, former Japanese Envoy 
to London, has been appointed Envoy to 
Vienna. 
It i* reported that Mori Arinori, present 
Envoy to England, i* to be superseded on 
the ground of habitually showing more defer­ 
ence to British interests than to those of hi* 
own country. 
The cholera spreads. 
The utmost efforts of 
the authorities fail to check it. 
There has been a great fire in the rural 
districts of tho northern province of Sendai. 
The estimated loss is two and a hall mill­ 
ions yen. 
Heavy floods devastated the southern pro­ 
vince of Kumamaha. 
The estimated lota i* 
upward of three million yen. 
Matsuda, Governor of Tokio aud vicinity, 
an able administrator, is dead. 
Assaults upon Japanese in Ctrean ports 
continue frequent, and considerable police 
reinforcements are sent each month from 
Japan. 
The relations between the two Gov­ 
ernments remain friendly, however. 
Corea 
has asked Japan for a confidential advisor on 
diplomatic matters, to b* regularly attached 
to the Corean Foreign Offic», 
A German ship-of-war, indulging in a pro­

ject, while 1 plead w ith y o u on th e level of o u r civil 
system . 
F irst— My first i reposition is : O u r civil system 
sprang u p around th e S a b b ith as a saci-ed day. H is­ 
torically th is was its origin : 
T he first se ttle rs of 
New England b ro u g h t it w ith th em from th e P u ri 
t in s of th e m o th er country*. 
T he whole civil life of 
th e colonists 
revolved aro u n d th e 
S abbath as 
a sacred day. 
Som e of 
tb eii 
regulations were 
severe, som e of 
th eir 
no tio n s w ere 
extrem e, 
som e of th e ir practices ridiculous ; b u t all th is only 
show* 
th e 
prom inence 
w hich th e 
sa^redncss 
of th e day held in th e ir w hole ctvil 
econom y. 
So all th e criticism s of cavaliers, th e ridicule of the 
Broad C hurchm en, th e d en u n ciatio n of th e Free 
th in k ers, w hich we have heard and read on th is su b ­ 
ject, are in evidence now of th e th o ro u z h com m it­ 
m en t of New E ngland, th e w om b of th e R epublic, 
to th is idea. 
O ther colonies adopted th e sam e sp irit 
in g reater o r less degree, and inode th e ir civil life 
fashion itself around a sacred day. 
O u t of such a 
condition of society, w ith one day in seven d istin ct­ 
ively set a p a rt fo r th e h igher uses of h e a rt and m ind 
and th e service o f God, an d rest from secu lar w ork— 
w ith th e S abbath as th e b eatin g h eart of th e whole 
civil system , sending its vital c u rre n ts th ro u g h all 
th e days of th e w eek, all th e tissues of society— 
cam e o u r civil system . 
It was born of a sabbatic 
m o th er, w rapped in sabbatic sw addling clothes, 
rocked in » sabbatic cradle. 
N o one can d o u b t th is 
w ho has read history, except su ch persons as can 
n o t tie in stru cted by reading h istory. 
I w ill, th ere­ 
fore, ha-tt-n to m y 
Second Proposition—O ur C o n stitu tio n and laws 
recognize o u r civil system as having a S abbath ex ­ 
isting in it am ong th e people su p erio r to a n y th in g 
they, th e C onstitution and laws, have p u t in to it. 
They recognize its existence am ong th em as a sacred 
day. 
The C o n stitu tio n and law s did not p u t it in ; 
it was th ere 
before, 
having a 
h ig h er origin, 
and 
existing 
on 
independent 
g ro u n d s. 
They 
found 
It, 
an d 
fashioned 
them selves 
ab o u t 
it, 
as a fun d am en tal 
q u ality an d a foregone 
elem ent of o u r civil system . 
T hey saw i t; they 
cam e u p to i t ; th ey touched it a t p o in ts ; they 
opened, and encom passed and p ro tected i t ; b u t it 
had a h igher ch aracter a nd a m re en d u rin g and 
vita! presence am ong th e people th an any th in g they 
ev er im parted. 
T here are ruanv o th er th in g s in our 
civil system , which th e C o n stitu tio n an d 1 iws did 
n ot p u t in, b u t found. 
T here are o u r Anglo-Saxon 
in stin cts and blood. 
T hese race-traits arc inde­ 
pendent of legislation an d h u m an co m p icts. 
T he 
codes assum e them and a d ju st them selves to th em , 
as th e stu ff o u t of which th e S tate is m ade ; and to 
consider th a t, because th e laws touch these ch arac­ 
teristics at certain points, and reg u late som e of th e ir 
actions, th ey are th e creatu res of th e law s, is a g reat 
historical, civil and m oral ab su rd ity . 
T here are, 
also, th e elem euts of ch aracter resu ltin g from o u r 
P ro testan t training. 
All o u r people, of w hatever re­ 
ligious nam e, have been m ore o r less fired by th e 
genius of th e P ro testan t sp irit—th e rig h t to th in k , 
w ith th e know ledge of rig h ts ; th e love of liberty, 
w ith th e W illingniss to assum e respansibilities : th e 
feeling of th e brothcrhch>d cf m an, w ith th e dem and 
for freo governm ent. 
O ur en actm en ts have not 
n u d e these charac:eristics. 
T hey h ave found them , 
and conform ed to th em . 
T hey in te rc e p t th em and 
reg u late th em , h ere an d th ere, as o ne m ay m ake 
a b reakw ater against th e sea in a sm all bay, 
o r levee o u t th e tid e for a sh o rt distan ce ; b u t be­ 
yond, and iu spite of it all. is th e m ighty pre­ 
existing sea. 
No one w ou'd th in k th a t th is regula­ 
tion of o u r P ro testan t training has m ade it. 
T here 
are, to give an o th e r illu stratio n , o u r hom es. 
I h e 
S tate com es u p to them , looks In, p u ts u p a dcfer.ee 
o r tw o, passes aro u n d and passes on ; b u t it leaves 
in then» a m oral gov ern m en t, an educational sys­ 
tem , a train in g school, a play of th e affections, which 
traces its origin from H eaven, and w hich no hum an 
statu tes could invent. 
M arriage itself, th e tw ining 
of tw o hearts in tru e self fo rg ettin g love u n d er the 
sanctions of religiou and os a covenant w ith God, is 
a m ysterv th a t an te d a tes ail contrivances of m an. 
T he hom e w a s found by th e com m onw ealth, and 
was gladly welcom ed and sheltered in it as having a 
h ig h er origin and su p erio r claim s. 
No one who 
th in k s w ould th in k th ere is n o th in g in o u r hom es 
b u t w hat th e com m onw ealth ha 9 legislated in , and 
th a t it owes th em no m ore respect th a n w hat ia due 
th a t which it has legislated in. 
In like m an n er th e S tato found th e S abbath as a 
sacred day ex istin g am ong ihe people. 
It did n ot 
legislate it in to being. 
It had no oceaeion to , any 
m ore th an it h ad occasion to legislate in to being o u r 
A nglo-Saxon tra its, o r o u r P ro te stan t train in g , or 
o u r hom es. 
It greeted it. 
It took it by th e 
haud. 
It gave 
it 
a 
legal 
welcom e. 
And 
it 
originated 
th o sa 
who 
had 
long 
cher­ 
ished it as a vital and controlling facto r in th eir 
civil system , still holding it in o u r p resen t civil sys­ 
tem . 
W ho, therefore, can suppose th a t th ere is 
n o th in g iu th e S abhath, no sacredness, no divine 
claim s, as it exists am ong us, h u t w h at th e C o n stitu ­ 
tion and law s have p u t in ? 
W ho can im agine it as 
a civil facto r em ptied of all force, ex cep t as a crea­ 
tu re of law ? 
W ho can th in k it b ro u g h t down to 
th e level cf hu m an s ta tu te s? W h at is it th a t has 
canceled i ti h ig h er origin, its p re existence, its d i­ 
vine co n ten ts, as held and cherished by th e people? 
W hat is it th a t has reversed th e fact th a t it was 
so m ething found and welcomed am i protected by the 
S tate, w hich now m akes it th e c reatu re of th e S tate ? 
C e r t.Inly som e m ig h ty c b a n u er has been a t work 
w ith h istory, logic an d m orals, if th is w ere [Kissible. 
T hird p ro p o sitio n —The S tv c , in fact, in th is 
co u n try , has d ealt w ith th e S abbath in a tw o fold 
w ay—a s a rest-day for all, an d a sacred day for those 
who wish to use it in th a t way. 
Legislation th ro u g h o u t th e land h as recognized it 
as having an existence craong th e people in this 
d su b le capacity, and h as pro tected it in each, though 
in different degrees. 
I t h as sh eltered it botli as 
a 
civil and as a 
religious d ay , th o u g h m uch 
m ore 
positively 
and 
em p h atically 
as 
a 
civil day. 
I t 
has done th is as a police and 
sa n itary m easure, on th e 
g ro u n d th a t all th e 
people need a rest day and th e public good requires 
it. and th a t no one’s conscience is violated by its 
enforcem ent. 
B ut a t th e sam e tim e it lias n ot been 
indifferent to th e m a’n ten an ce of th e S a b b -th as a 
religious day for those w ho hold it to be such. 
It 
cherishes it for th em , n o t to force its sacredness on 
other?, in th e ch aracter iu w hioh it h as oom c down 
to us from th e past. 
No S tate in th e co u n try has 
a tte m p te d to strip o u t and elim inate from o u r civil 
system th e sacred day, th a t, w ith a large p a rt of th e 
best citizens, is atnong th e choicest of th e trad itio n s 
and inheritances from th e fathers. 
On th e con­ 
tra ry , all th e S tates, w ith th e exception of Louis­ 
iana—which w as dom inated in th is respect 
by 
French influence—have passed 
positive sta tu te s 
looking to th e preservation of Sunday as a sacred 
day for such as desire it. 
O ur law s say d e a rly : 
“ Many of th e people hold th e S ab b ath to be a 
holy day, and we p ro tect th em in it. 
W e find the 
day in th a t ch aracter in th e political sy stem ; let it 
stan d ." 
Of course, in th e separation of C hurch and 
S tate, w hich exists in th is co u n try , legislation no­ 
w here a tte m p ts to im pose th e day as a religious day- 
on any person. 
It confines itself to th e negative 
office of m aking ro in for th e sacredness of th e day 
for th o se who wish to use it in th a t way. 
C alifornia

T his is show n by 
th e enactm ents forbidding b a rb iro u s and noisy 
am usem ents on th a t day, o r th e d istu rb an ce of wor­ 
shipers. Section 293 o f th e Penal Code is as follows ; 
“ E very person who on th e C hristian S abbath gets 
up, exhibits, opens o r m aintains, o r aids in g ettin g 
up, ex hibiting, opening o r "m aintaining, any bull, 
bear, cock o r prize fight, horse-race, circus, gam ­ 
bling-house or saloon, o r any barb aro u s and noisy 
am u /em en t, o r who keeps, conducts or ex h ib its any 
th ea te r, m elodeon, dance cellm*, o r o th e r place of 
m usical, th eatrical o r operatic perform ance, spec 
t i e ’e o r represent iti o », w here any w ines, liquors or 
into x icatin g drinks are bought, sold, used, d ran k or 
given aw%y, o r who purchases anv tick et of adm is­ 
sion, o r directly o r indirectly pays any adm ission fee 
to o r for th e purpose »f w itnessing o r a tte n d in g such 
place of am usem ent, spectacle, perform ance o r rep- 
resentatiou, is guilty if m isdem eanor." 
And Sec­ 
tion 302 : " E very person w ho w illfully d istu rb s o r 
d isquiets any assem bly of people m et for religious 
w o rsh ip ”—w hether on S undays o r o th er d ay s—“ by 
noise, profane dtrconrae, ro d s <>r indecent behavior, 
or by any u n n ec« * ary noise, eith er w ithin th e place 
w here such m eeting is held, o r t*. n ear it as to dis­ 
tu rb th e o rd er and solem nity of th e m eeting, is 
g u ilty of a m isdem eanor.” 
T h u s C alifornia recognizes by law th e u n w ritten 
m oral C onstitution in th is particular of o u r civil 
system , one of tho vital civil trad itio n s, th e heritage 
from o u r ancestors in New E ngland and Old Eng­ 
land, viz ; th e m oral difference of th e days, and th e 
d u ty of pro tectin g w orshipers and those w ho hold 
th e S abbath to be -sacred. 
W e have, therefore, in 
o u r civil system , here on th e Pacific coast, and have 
had from th e first, th e S abbath both aa rest day and 
a sacred day, a civil day and a religious day. and 
both p ro tected by law —th e one enjoined uj»ou all, 
th e o th er secured in its sacrtd n ess for such as wish 
to m ak e a sacred use of it. 
F o u rth p roposition—If th e S tate should now re ­ 
p u d iate th e S abbath as a sacred day in o u r civil 
system , and henceforth hold it as only a rest dav, it 
w ould bo a serious »nd radical new d ep artu re. This 
would be to antagonize tho S tate in its legislation 
w-ith one of th e g rea t vital elem ents of tn e civil 
system , which th e S t.te has n o t p u t ¡11, w hich has 
had a h igher origin and exists c>u in dependent a u ­ 
th o rity . 
A rcat day is very good. 
Let u s have it, 
and let us have it f-*r all. 
B u t let ua n ot forget th a t 
we have already am ong us in th e Sabbath, as it is 
cherished and honored by a large p a rt of th e citi­ 
zens, som ething unconscionably g ra n d e r; th a t th is

Suppose th e S u te should a tte m p t to reduce th e 
hom es w ithin its borders to a m ore civil condition, to 
tik e o u t of th em , as an air pi:inp w ithdraw s th e air 
o u t of a vessel, stro k e a fter stro k e —legislation a fte r 
legislation, all th e elem ents, activities, an d bless.d- 
neas tn a t have couie down in to them from a h ig h er 
source, and have been accum ulating and becom ing 
m ore beau tifu l d u rin g th e cen tu ries, depriving them 
of t :.•:r p rin u ¡vs. san ctities, p u rities, an d tl.:

natu re, which m u st have its w eekly periods < f rest 
to w ithstand th e strain of care and labor ; against 
th e gen iu s r f th e republic, w hich sp ran g in to exist 
ence u n d e r th e inspiration and 1 ei|w o f th e Sab­ 
bath ; ag ain st th e p e rp etu ity » f o u r in stitu tio n s, 
which need all th e qu ick en in g 
th a t can drift

in th e m oral to n in g of th e peo p le; against th e great 
arm y of C hristian w orkers • ho are spending th e ir 
m eans, energies and lives w ith com bined and in ten ­ 
sified effort on th a t dav to m ake o th ers and th em ­ 
selves b e tte r ; against th e w elfare and happiness of 
th e citizen s g en erally , w ho are stim u lated to g«> d 
largely by influences w hich first s ta rt on th eir 
social ro ds of beneficence from m an to m an, on 
and on, endless, on th e S abbath. 
It w ars th u s 
ag ain st God, h u m an ity , th e republic, freedom ; b u t 
the poor m an is th e g rea te st sufferer in h :s secular 
in terests. 
In th e end it com pels 4iim to g rin d , 
g rin d , g rin d in th e m ill of labor, w ith no w eekIv 
resp ite of days. 
C apital piuches him to th e m in i­ 
m um , and he has no help for it. 
Sunday is em ­ 
phatically th e poor m an’s day. 
If th e S tate takes

grave. 
It he helps th e S tate to do it, he hastens 
suicide. 
Sunday law s, providing a rest day and m ore o r 
less clearly en sh rin in g a sacred day, h ave m arked 
every age of C hribteiidom . 
W e find th em un d er 
C onstantine, C harlem agne, A lfred th e G reat, H enry 
\ I., E dw ard V I., E lizabeth, C harles II.; in th e colo­ 
nies of M a-sachusetts, C onnecticut, V irginia, G eor­ 
gia and S outh C&rolinia, and in every S tate of th e 
U nion, even L ouisiana m aking th e S abbath a rest 
day. 
Now for a S tate to u n d e rta k e by s ta tu te to 
blot o u t th is day in both its h istoric characters, 
interw oven w ith all th e sym pathies and h ab its of 
th e people, so infiltro ted in to th e usages and convic­ 
tions of th e E nglish-speaking com m unities as to 
be regarded by o u r best Ju d g es as p a rt of th e 
com m on law —a vital in te rest in public life, busi­ 
ness and priv ate w tBare, an d try to revolutionize 
th e fun d am en tal m ethods of society on th is su b ject, 
is to verge on th e wild ex p erim en t of th e French 
R evolutionists. 
A S tate m u st rem em ber th a t th ere 
are so T e tilin g s in it w hich th e S tate hdg not m ade ; 
som e th in g s in it w hich it m u st recognize ; certain 
pro existing vitalities, certain foreordained elem ents 
of its u n w ritten co n stitu tio n , which it m u st legislate 
around and p ro tect, and no m ore th in k of strik in g 
down th an th e m o u n tain s, o r th e sun, o r th e throne 
of God. T he S abbath as a double rest day an d sacred 
day is one of these. 
In view of th e tru th of these propositions, w hat s 
tiie d u ty of good people .' 
I shall s|>eak now , n o t in 
th e in terest of p arty , b u t of society, C h ristianity, 
th e law of G od, to w hich m y office and m y convic­ 
tions alike consecrate m e 
I know th e peril to 
w hich I su b je c t m yself w ith th o se w ho sin k th *e 
th in g s in th e in terests of p a r ty ; h u t I m u st gj*e k, 
or be false to th ese h ig h er objects of w hich C hrist 
has m ade m e a guardian.

society from p u ttin g on steam , hoisting th e gates, 
throw ing open th e w are-room s, an d dragging itself, 
w eary and exhausted from its six days to il, in to the 
din and c la tte r and d ru d g ery of m am m on again on 
th e Sabbath.

A nd th is ia not th e only law whom th e 
gu ilty often escape.

cause th o se w ho have com m itted fraud, escape?

is said, “ Law is for law break ers.” 
O nly in p art, 
and in sm all p a r t ; it is fo r th e train in g and g u id ­ 
ance of th e law -ab id in g ; m uch m ore—law is ed u ca­ 
tional and p reventive, as well as p e rm itiré. 
I re­ 
m em ber th e sam e th in g was said a b o u t th e repeal of 
th e law p ro h ib itin g th e opening of places of am use­ 
m en t on S undays in G overnor H aig h t’s ad m in istr a ­ 
tion. 
A class of people reg u larly violated th a t law 
in th e cities. 
It is useless, it w as said : repeal it.

The resu lt w as a g reat increase in S ab­ 
bath desecration in th a t direction, b y p arties th a t 
w ould never have th o u g h t of doing it if it had been 
against th e law.

N eith er be led a stray by th e p reten se th a t tho 
S unday law s as th ey now exist in terfere w ith th e 
n atu ral rig h ts of any one.

T hey lay no b u r­ 
dens on any m an ’s conscience. 
T hey are aim ed 
sim ply at th o g reatest p u b lic good. 
T hey are 
thoroughly republican an d dem ocratic.

Board could be more enlightened by a per­ 
sonal examination of the 
premises com­ 
plained of. 
He 
recommended 
that no 
testimony be^ taken, but that the Board 
as a 
body inspect 
the 
hide 
and 
tal­ 
low house. 
The Board themselves are each 
better able to judge of sanitary m atters and 
m atters pfrtaiuiog to the health of a com­ 
munity than any one of the witnesses who 
are enbpenaea to give testimony in the case. 
The I’resident stated that as there were so 
many jircsent, and so much interest was be­ 
ing 
»i anife&ted in 
this case, the Board 
would listen to what the witnesses bad to say. 
Fourteen wdtuesses testified on behalf of the 
prosecution, the substance of their testimony 
being that children going to school on J 
street, between Twenty-seventh and Twenty- 
eighth, had suffered from the tfiiuvia arising 
from the hide house and tallow factory. 
I t 
caused them to become sick at the stomach, 
vomiting ensued, they would be too sick to 
eat their lun:h, and were incapacitated from 
a proper prosecution of their studies. People 
in the immediate neighborhood of the loud 
smelling place during certain hours of the 
day had to keep their doors and windows 
closed, much to their discomfort. 
The odors, 
especially ia the morning, wtre sickening and 
almost unbearable for quite a distance. 
The 
odors were said to be much worse when they 
were .cooking tallow thau at other times. The 
drying of the hides also, it was stated by 
several witnesses, produced anything but 
agreeable odors. 
The testimony throughout 
was corroborative, and went to show that 
the cooking of tallow, sometimes out of putrid 
flesh, was not only very offensive to the peo­ 
ple residing in the neighborhood and the large 
number of children who attend school there, 
but that the same was known in several in­ 
stances to be the real cause of sickness. 
Mr. 
Hammond, representing the firm who owns 
the property, and other witnesses testified as 
to the cleanliness of the establishment and to 
the manner in which the establishment for 
years had been conducted. 
Most of the wit­ 
nesses were men who are employed now, or 
had been some time in the past, in and around 
the hide house. 
They said they never had 
been made sick by it, and did not think the 
manner in which the business w as conducted 
would 
make 
any 
one 
sick 
or 
that 
their work was at all unhealthy. 
The hides 
were properly cleaned at the proper time, 
salted, washed with an aisenic solution, and 
were scarcely offensive. 
The Hesh used for 
manufacturing tallow was bought from the 
butchers daily, rendered in the morning, and 
the refuse removed iu the afternoon. 
They 
denied that they used any putrid flesh in the 
making of tallow. 
The complaint made 
against the odor arising from sheep pelts was 
not on account of any putrid flash on the 
pelt, but merely a peculiar sheep smell, 
which stays with the pelt until the same is 
washed. 
Counsel on both sides addressed the 
Board briefly. 
The Board took the m atter 
under advisement, and adjourned to meet at 
8 P. M. to-day.

M e d a l.— County School 
Suprriutendeut Bishop has presented to each 
school in the county having tea or more pu­ 
pils in the first and second grade a beautiful 
badge And silver medal.

days of the trial, four livc-gal!on kegs of 
beer, five gallons of wine, ten bottles of 
claret, and considerable w hisky, were pur­ 
chased by the jury at their own expense, 
and consum ed by them , w ithout the know l­ 
edge of th e Court.

Joseph M iller has com m enced suit in the 
Superior Court against the H ibernia Sav­ 
ings and Loan Society for th e recovery of 
$1,100, th e com plaint reciting th at on the 
24th of June, 1882, th e plaintiff was the 
owner of $2,100, the denom ination of the 
fam e being double eaglea and eagle pieces. 
Plaintiff alleges that th is m oney was hid­ 
den in the earth, and that M ichael H u tch ­ 
inson and his w ife found and took posses­ 
sion of it w ithout tbe ow ner’s know ledge 
or consen t; that th ey afterward, on the 
“ 30th day of June deposited of th e identi­ 
cal m oneys and gold coin pieces before 
m entioned, $1,100, w ith th e defendant, for

M iller having no faith in banking in stitu ­ 
tions, hid his m oney in an old hollow tree 
in the Laurel H ill C em etery, where some 
one found it, and considering th at “ find­ 
ings are havings,” carried it aw ay, m uch to 
Mr. M iller’s consternation and dism ay.

em pted a qffarter section of land. 
In the 
spring of 1844 he traded off his land for 
oxen and an outfit and started across the 
plains to California. 
On th e 24th of D e­ 
cember, 1844, he entered th e State through 
the Truckee Pass. 
H e w ent to Su tter’s 
Fort, and w hile there the rebellion gainst 
M icheltorena arose, and he took sides w ith 
General Sutter against the rebels. 
In 1846 
Mr. Suliivan came to San Francisco, and 
engaged in the com m ission business w ith 
Zachary L eidesdo’ff 
A t th at tim e he be­ 
gan to m ake iu vertm m ts in San Francisco 
real estate. 
H e was one of th e founders 
and the first I'reaident of th e H ibernia 
Bank.
